Few things we of more importinee to 
the ngricnltarul interest of a country, thin, 
their domestic snimnls; and nny decided im- 
provement in the breeds, forms in sulid adui- 
tion to the productive weaith of ma nation. — 
Vor instance, any change in tho character 
of our cuitle, which,by adding totheir weight, 
aptitude to feed, early muturity, &e.ehould 
give u guin of twenty per cent on their Val- 
ue, Would increase the worth of this item n- 
lone about fifty millions. of dollars, ‘That 
such an improvement might be made on the 
common stock of the country, there are few 
intelligent men that at the present time will 
doubt. Factsund experience are must evn 
closive on this point; and whit is true of 
cattle, will also hold true of nll other varie~ 
ties of domestic animals. 

But while most will readily admit the ne- 
cessity and practicability of improvement, 
there ure sone dillerences 
practical and well informed men us tthe 
best methods fof effecting tt. 
that the only rational prospect of improve: 
ment is to be found ja introducing firngn 
tock, nnd breeding from these, 1 the exeiu- 
sion of all nntive animals.

We do not sav 
thatany animals have yet been produced 
equal to the finest of the improved breeds, 
but wo believe some might be pointed out 
that would aot sufler materially. in a compar: 
ison with a great majority vf our imported 
animals, for all the ordinary purposes of jthe 
farner. 

Believing as they do, that it is to skilful 
crossing of tho improved puro ‘stocks with 
our best native animals, we aso to look for 
the enrliest as wellus the permanent im 
Provement of our herds, and the building up 
of'tmn American breed, worthy ofthe name, 
the importanve of introducing and presery= 
ing animals which shal! serve as the basis 
of this improvement, forces itself upon us at 
once. Itisto the pure blood stuck, already 
among us, or which may bé intradvecd, 
thot we must-maiily Inok; and every pre- 
caution should) be used hy the breeders of 
such stock, and every effirt used not only 
to keep them pure, but to-provide for their 
further advance by skilful breeding, and by 
the infusion. of now blood occasionally, to 
prevent the .enfeebling and degenerating 
effects of two close innnd in breeding. The 
breeders of improved stock ea searecly at 
Inch too much iinportarice to pedigree, a3 ir 
that alone have they proof of the endurance 
of the valuable qualities of the :mnimal 
thoy brecd; and the confidence of the public 
onee shaken on thit point, or any deception 
prncticed, will. he most unfortunate, as seri- 
ously tending tovcheck the improvement of 
domestic stock. Men who do not look at 
the subject in allits bearings, are sometimes 
heard 10 complain of.tho prices paid sfar im- 
ported or (imptoved nnimils,tand denounce 
all efforts at improyement as speculation, 
mere money miking. We, on the contra 
view the improvement of

EDITOR'S ADDRESS, 
We offer to tho public, this week, the first 
number of tho"Sr. Cram Banwrn.? This 
pnper has been established ia n deep convic- 
tion of the necessity for a political Journal 
in this section of the State, devoted to the 
advocacy and diffusion of the principles and 
measures of the democratic party; to which 
object all its efforts will moro or less directly 
tend. So much is said nnd done, in the 
namo of democracy, for the purpose of ad~ 
vancing the private interests and motives of 
individuals, und so many false ideas are an- 
nexed to the term “democracy” as connect~ 
ed with our party politics, that wo deem it 
necessary, on this our first number, to make 
a full, frank and open profession of the 
leading principles of our political fith— 
principles to which, from the first time they 
were presented to our mind, we have been 
devoted with uonbating zeal, and of the truth 
of which the conviction has strengthened by 
the contemplation of them nnd the eviden- 
idences of their practical results. 
We believe, then in “democracy” in: its 
strongest and parest sense—that ithns its 
origin in faith ia human nature, and ro~ 
specls man as being endowed with the eapa- 
bilities of self government and social am- 
provement. ‘Phat its objects is, fto liberate 
the mind of man from the degrading fetters 
fastened upon it by artificial institutions and 
social distinctions; nnd to raisc, clevato, 
and advance man to higher and better con- 
dition of political and social improvement. 
In fuct, that itis commensurate with the 
rights ‘and interests of the humun race. 
Such then is our idea of “democracy” 
and to the ndyocacy of its cause, we will 
devote all the esergies of which our natur 
is capzble. 
‘The above view of “democracy” necessari- 
ty places usas the advocates of equal rights, 
nnd opposed to specin| privileges. 

"Tho objects of good government is to e- 
stablish a system.of laws, for the general 
and equal protection of the person and prop- 
erly of all citizens. Beyond this it should 
not go, and when this ts done, all is done 
that Government can do, to secure 
the happiness and prosperity of (he people— 
the rest must bo left to tho their industry, 
economy, ingenuity and enterprise. ‘Theso 
require no other favor from government 
than equal protection. But the moment 
government departs:from this principle, and 
selects from tho mass one set of individuals 
to confer on: them certain privileges ond 
immunities which are denied to all others, 
thetgreat principles of equal rights is violated, 
thefoundation is Inid for the growth of clas~ 
ses in sociely, having conflicting interests 
with the great’ mass of the people. ‘The 
true endof goveramentis to protect man in 
the full, freoand perfect enjoyment of all 
his equal natural rights. His industry and 
enterprise should be left to be regulated by 
the natural principles-of trade, free associa- 
tion and competition, which will always be 
found more just and-salutary, than the im- 
perfect and arbitrary action of government 
‘Acting in reference to these principles, we 
oppose the incorporation of n bank, either 
Stwte or National, as conferring privile 
upon a few which are denied to the many, 
and wo will advocate tho ri ablishment 
ofthe Indipendent ‘Treasury System. We 
a protective tariff,as it protects the 

ofone elnss of the commanity at 
the expetise of all others. 

We are in favor of a tariff for revenue 
that would be sufficient for the wants of the 
government economically administered . 

We will oppose all unnecessary expendi- 
lures of the public monies; and advocate rex 
trenchment and reform in every department 
of government. We will war against op 
pression, fraud and and corruption wherev 
cr it may be found, ane advocate freedom in 
its broadest sense of the word. 
| Wo have thus briefly explained our politi. 
calerecd. And if by a feerless but candid ad- 
vocacy of these principlcsand mensures, we 
are enabled to advance the interests of the 
party to which we belong, our labors will be 
more than doubly compensated.
